REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the cited prior art of 
Schmidt, Toole, Rabin and Mugasimangalam. No prior art was found that teaches or 
suggests a method of identifying RNA ligands which bind to a target molecule 
comprising preparing a first pool of RNA ligands that comprises one or more 
predominate and non-predominate target-binding RNA ligands, treating the first pool to 
reduce or eliminate the presence of one or more predominate target-binding RNA 
ligands from the first pool, amplifying the treated first pool to form a second pool of 
ligands enriched in one or more non-predominate target-binding RNA ligands but not 
predominate target-binding RNA ligands, and identifying one or more target-binding 
RNA ligands that are now predominate in the second pool.
